A C£NT&AL STATION FOR RURAL BUSES 

For some time their lias been talk of Mtablish- 
ing a central station lor nil bns lines entering the 
city, and a lew meetings ago u petition was pre- 
sented to council asking permission to establish 
Hueh a depot without eost to the idty. The peti- 
tion waH referred to the proper committee wliivl; 
has not yet reported. 

There are many visitors, who come upon busi- 
ness as well as for pleasure, who have 110 means 
of getting to and iUm the city except the rural 
bus lines, and under present conditions they are 
( i>iii|ii'l1r(1 tu look iij) their particular bus, at 
about the time they imagine it ought to leave, 
often missing it because the driver has been com- 
pcded to select some other thau the accustomed 
tiand for that day, or hns selected some now route 
to leave town. Tliese buses also do quite a pack- 
age delivery business all along their routes, and 
many a paekaffe has been ilelivered a day late ■ 
simply because the merchant could not locate the 
bus. 

Such a station or depot centrally located would 
be a ^reat convenience not only to tliose who travel 
but' to the merchants of the city us well, 
^ovision wouM be made at the station for park- 
ing the buses whicii would, upon their arrival in 
town, imnu'diately i)roceed to thai point. A wait- 
ing room would be erected where the passengers 
would be protected from all kinds of weather and 
in wbi<'h each bns line would post a seliediile of the 
arrival and departure of its curs, iucludiug their 
route out of town. A telephone could be installed 
and those bus drivers who are entrusted with the 
execution of eti'ands could. U]>on arr-i\al, phone 
them to the various merchants which would facil- 
itate the filling of orders and enable delivery to 
the station before time of deparlnre. 

The passengers would have delinilc information 
as to the point from which their bus would have 
and the hour of departure which would allow them 
full linie to attend to their Inisiness and complete 
their shoj>ping and would do away with the loss 
of time which they now experience in looking up 
the buss and in waitinf^ for the indetinite depar- 
ture. They could have their purchases delivered 
to the station in caie of their bus line which 
would relieve them of carrying their packages
